Other fastener geometries include multi-lobe geometries of the type described in U.S. 
Pat. No. 3,763,725 (Reiland) and ribbed drive systems as described in U.S. Pat. No. 
4,187,892 (Simmons). Also among the common recess configurations is the Allen 
system which is essentially a straight walled hexagonally shaped socket receptive to a 
similarly shaped driver. 
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
